“T he strike against God." as Merian 
Sevasley, an Arm enian lawyer from 
Bobtou, phrased the movement for th e

swore to give up communion in the

M artyr to T urkish Spies. 


Less than a m onth ago Sevasley ini­ 
tiated this ecclesiastical strike in Bos­ 
ton. where F ath e r M artoogessian is 
held as a great m artyr to the m a­ 
chinations of T urkish spies and Ar­ 
menian traito rs as he is by the b reth ­ 
ren in New York. He told his audience

It became known also here 
that President T aft’s economy plans 
don’t 
contem plate 
any 
interference 
with the established naval policy of 
adding two battleships a year to the 
American fleet. 
President Taft believes that there 
ought to Ire no delay in this govern­ 
m ent’s undertaking the fortifications 
of the canal, 
lie recommended an ap­ 
propriation of $2.ooh,OOO for this pur- 
pose at the last session of congress, 
hut it encountered some opposition in 
the house and wasn’t pushed. 
The plans tor the protection of the 
Panam a canal as recommended by a 
commission of army engineers include 
the erection of fortiflr atlons on the is­ 
thm us at each end of the canal and 
also the fortification of a group 
of 
small islands near 
the Pacific en­ 
trance. T he cost of the fortifications 
has been various!) estim ated as high 
aa $14,000,000. 
President Taft holds that the I ’nited 
States has ample power under bet 
treaty rights to fortify the canal. 
Ut 
fact, the only way this governm ent 
can "police and protect’’ the canal, in 
his opinion, is by fortifying it and he 
proposes to exert ills influence to ac­ 
complish this at the earliest possible 
date 
It was learned that the adm inistra­ 
tion in connection with the fortifica­ 
tion of the canal is miso thinking of 
establishing a strong naval base on 
O uantanam o Island, near Cuba 
Sec­ 
retary of the Navy Meyer will scam 
take a trip to Guantanam o for the pur­ 
pose of observing conditions thre 
It 
is the opinion of navy experts that fu 
ture wars in which this country may 
be engaged, lf they ever come. will he 
fought oui in the neighborhood of the 
Panam a canal and it is in connection 
with this opinion that Secretary Mey­ 
er is looking toward G uantanam o as 
affording a base for an American fleet. 
Of almost equal interest with the 
news of the presiden t attitude toward 
the fortification of the canal, was the 
announcem ent of the likelihood of the 
negotiations of a reciprocity treaty 
between this country and Newfound­ 
land. 
Charles Pepper, the American 
tariff expert, is in Newfoundland now 
investigating the tariff question with a 
view to 
opening 
negotiation*. 
The 
drawing of this treaty would of course 
be in accord with the efforts that are 
now being put forth to effect a similar 
trade agreem ent with Canada
